WOMEN 
DfSGUlSK

PERSIA. 


Writing from Persia, n correspondent 


gives us an insight into the customs 
there, in this paragraph : The common 
dress of the Persians, as seen in the 
streets, differs somewhat from any we 
have heretofore seen. 
A hat of black 


folt, without brim, or a largo turban, 
takes tlie place of the Arab 
Kaffeah.— 


Instead of the long striped alliah of 
camel's hair, they wear a loose robe of 
oottoii or silk with long sleeves, and a 
shawl tied around tho. waist. 
Tho wo- 


men wear tho universal loose, baggy 
gown of white or dark blue cotton, and 
over tho face a white musk in which is 
a small open work space for the eyes.— 
The disguise is so complete that one 
might pass his own wife or sister in the 
street without [recognizing her. 
It is 


said that this otters the greatest facility 
for intrigue, to which the Mohamme- 
dan women are very much inclined. In 
the bazaars, especially those devoted to 
silks and wearing apparel, you sec 
great Jnumbers of females chaffering 
with the shopkeepers, 
But the men 


pabs them by without notice, as it is 
impossible to tell, unless they choose to 
raise the corner of their veils, whether 
they are white or black, ugly or beauti- 
ful. 
At home in the harems tho weal- 


thy women are said ,to be very richly 
dressed, with a profusion of jewels and 
ornaments. 
In my travels in Moham- 


medan countries I have never yet seen 
a really beautiful woman. 
Circassian 


and Georgian females, who are especial- 
ly admired for their large, liquid black 
eyes and long silken lashes, over which 
the Persian poats go into ecstacies, are 
but handsome-faced animals, without 
education or intelligence. 
Refinement 


and intellect are attractions to them un- 
known, and would be unappreciated by 
their sexual masters. The children are 
remarkably prutty, with fair complex- 
ions, and very precocious. 


TWEED AS A. COfiVICT. 


From the Inter Ocean 


Donohue'a account of the prison-life 


of the great Democrat, William M. 
Tweed, is exceedingly interesting, and 
must-be encouraging to tho whole body 
of Democracy, because it shows that 
Tammany still possesses power enough 
to shield its once powerful chief from 
all the rigor of prison discipline. 
It 


seems that Tweed has not had his head 
shaved; that he is excused from labor; 
that he transacts business as u&ual, 
through daily protracted 
interviews 


with his private secretary; that he 
holds daily .levees with his relations and 
friends; that he is lavishly supplied with 
all the delicacies of the season, inclu- 
ding the choicest brands of liquors, 
wines, and cigars: that he has a valet 
in the person of a fellow prisoner nam- 
ed James Carey; that he has the frees 
dom of the prison grounds, and may, if 
he chooses, escape any day, get on board 
an outward-bound steamer, go to Eu- 
rope, and forever thereafter enjoy him- 
self as an exile. 
These indeed consti- 


tute but a tithe of the special privileges 
freely accorded to theex-Tammany Sa- 
chem. When a day is set for the visit 
of some Grand Jury, the venerable old 
rogue doffs his citizen's dress and dons 
the prison, garb. This is about the 
only inconvenience he suffers. 
As he 


has every opportunity to escape, it can- 
not be deemed that he is restrained of 
his liberty. Indeed, the Prison Com- 
missioners assume that he docs not de- 
sire to escape. 
The inference 
from 


this assumption is that Mr. Tweed is 
merely waiting for the election of a 
Democratic Governor in New York tc 
accept gracefully the executive act of 
pardon. There is, probably, no record 
in any State of a cnse of more flagrant 
abuse in the matter of prison discipline 
than is shown to exist in the treatment 
of Tweed at Blackwoll's Island. All 
the ordinary rules are set at defiance, 
and the man who robbed New York 
City of millions of dollars is petted and 
deferred to as if he were deeply injur- 
ed.

REPUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


We, the delegated representatives ol the 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to be substantially our political 


1 That emancipation and enfranchise- 
me'nt having boeiisctureUbytho Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and by appro- 
priate legislation rorthelrenforeemeut; and 
equality of civil rights having been guaran- 
tied by the Fourteenth Amendment, such 
guaranty should beeuforced by appropriate 
statutes, so that the broad regls ot Federal 
power may bo over black and white citizens 


"•> 
That as one of tho consequences of the 
late civil war, about J3S2.000.UOO of non-In- 
terest bearing Treasury notes were issued 
to, and are now held by, the people ah iisule 
and convenient currency, it would be un- 
wise and inexpedient, in the present, finan- 
cial condition ot tho people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
such Treasury notes. 
3 That the laws for tho establishment ol 
national banks having secured to the States 
and Territories the best system of bank cir- 
culation ever before anorded the people, It 
should be no longer confined to a privileged 
class, but should bo free to all alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the un- 
trammeled laws of trade. 
4. That we re-affirm the declaration or 
the National Republican Convention of 
1872, 
In favor of a return to specie payment at the 
earliest practicable day. 
5 That we commend tho measures which 
have passed the popular branchof congress, 
looking to the cheapening and perfection ol 
Inter-State railway transportation, anU tlio 
improvement of navigation at the mouth 
of the Mississippi river. 
6. That we arc in favor of an amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States pro- 
viding for the election of the President and 
Vice President by tlio direct vote of the peo- 
ple, without the Intervention of the lilccto- 
ral College. 
7. That tho Republican party propose* to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, as carefully as the po\yerb delo- 
cated by them to tho State and Federal Gov- 
ernments; and It will aim to secure the 
rights and privileges ol tho citizen without 
regard to nativity or creed; and it Is oppos- 
ed to interfci once by law with the habits, 
tastes or customs ol individuals, except to 
suppress licentiousness or to preserve the 
pedco and safely ol tin1 citizens of the State. 
8. That while we accord to the railway 
companies of this Slate the lullest measuie 
of property rights, we also demand for the 
people reasonable charges and rigid Impar- 
tiality in the transportation of passengers 
and freight—such guaranty to be secured by 
appropriate State and National legislation. 
Relying upon tlie foregoing declaration of 
principles and policy, and upon the broad, 
clear record of the Republican party dining 
Its fltteen yearsot State and Federal admin- 
istration, wo appeal once more to that silent 
vetconfluslve tribunal, the ballot-box, con- 
fident that the people will endorse over- 
whelmingly the action ol this representative 
Convention.
